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THE BmSE AM) WILLS EXPLORING EXPEDITION. 



This pamphlet ie cot put forth as a 
history of the Exploring Expedition. It 
ia but the last chapter of a a&d history : the 
thrilling narrative of the successful but 
fatal feat of crossing the continent of Aus- 
tralia, by Burke, Wills, Gray, and King'. 
To understand it, however, it will be 
DDceasary to bear io mind a few facta con- 
nected with that history. 

On the 20th of August, I860, the'Bxpe- 
dition, organized under the auspices of the 
Koyal Society of Victoria, left the Uoyal 
Park, Melbourne, taking with it twelve 
months' supply of stores, consisting of- 
tweuty-oue tuas of goods ia all, which were 
to be but slightly truuched upon while with- 
in the bounds of civilization. The names of 
the members of the expedition were — Bobert 
O'Hara Burke, leader ; George James 
Landeils, in charge of the camels, and 
second io command; William John Wills, 
astronomer aud surveyor; Thomas Beckler, 
medical officer; Lud wig Becker, artist, natu- 
ralist, geological director, &c.; Charles Fer- 
guson, foreman ; and Thomas M'Donough, 
William FattoD, Patrick Langan, Owen 
Cowen, William Brabe, Robert Fletcher, 
John King, Henry Crocker, and John 
Drakeford, associates. 

Some changBB in the party were subse- 
quently found necessary, .and several were 
dismissed. 

On the 24th the Expedition camped fkt 
Sandhurst, and on the following day pro- 
ceeded en route to Swan Hill, reaching 
it on the 6th September, where it 
was most hospitably entertained by the 
leading inhabitants of the township, prior 
to its taking leave of Victoria. From 
thence it proceeded to the Darling, which 
it reached towards the end of the month. 
There Mr. Burke established his first 
dep3t, at the Laidley Ponds, now named 
Meuindie. An advanced party of eight, : 
under Burke, now pushed on to Cooper's ; 
Cr«ek : and as the season had been un- ' 



usually wet and kte, there was such an 
abundance of grass and water, that they 
reached that point with comparatively little 
dlEQculty on the lltb November. The 
party then travelled slowly down the 
creek, in order to recruit the strength of 
the animals, and in search of a suitable 
spot for the establishment of the per- 
manent depot, which was fixed upon at 
camp 65. Having made all his arrange- 
ments, and written a despatch to the com- 
mittee OD the 13th December, Burke did 
not wait for the arrival of the remainder of 
the party under Mr. Wright, whom he 
had engaged at Menindie, and to whom he 
had given orders to bring on the bulk 
of the stores ; but leaving the dep6t in 
charge of Brahe, Patton, M'Donough, 
and Dost Mahomed, he set forward, on 
the 16th December, for Eyre's Creek, 
taking with him Wills, King, and Gray, 
six camels, a horse, and about three months' 
supply of provisions. In his despatch 
he says, " I shall leave the party which 
remain here under the charge of Mr. 
Brahe, in whom I have every confidence. 
The feed is very good. There is no 
danger to be apprehended from the 
natives, if they are properly managed, 
and there is therefore nothing to prevent 
the party remaining here until our return, 
or until their provisions run short," 

Brahe and his companions, thus left in 
charge, immediately set about forming a 
stockade to protect themselves from &e 
annoyance of the natives, who appeared in- 
clined to be troublesome, though subsequent 
events show that this was more apparent 
than real, and arose, probably, from the 
difficulty of holding intelligent intercourse 
with them. Four months passed away 
without any tidings either of those 
who had gone forward to the interior, or 
from those behind at the Darling; scurvy 
broke out amongst the small party, and 
Brahe was fearful of being reduced to 
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extremities. He said, in bis stBtenent to 
tLe committee, " after moat serioiiBlj 
considering all the circumstances," he 
made up his mind to start for the 
Darling on Sun[iaf, the 21st. April. 
Ee did Eo ; having first deposited 
a small quantity of stores, copsiatiDg of 
501b, flour, 501b. of oatmeal, 501b. of sugar, 
and 301b. of rice, at the foot of a lar§:e 
tree, on which he marked the word " Dig." 
On the 2eth Brahe fell in with Wright's 
party, which had broken down, reduced 
by sickness and daath, in the vaia at- 
tempt to reach Cooper's Creek, and was 
now about to make an immediate retreat 
to Tartugutta. He at once placed himself 
and party nader the command of Wright, 
who then lemained at Bulla till the lat of 
May, when ha commenced his contem- 
plated return to Tarrugutta. In bia 
despatch of the 20th June, Wright says, 
"Upon reaching the next camp, Koorli- 
atto, I resolved to give the sick a further 
spell, while I advanced with Mr. Brahe 
to the depdt at Cooper's 'Creek, for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether Mr. 
Burke had returned, or the provisions left 
there by Mr. Brahe had been discovered 
by the natives. I found no signs of 
Mr. Burke's return or of tie caeht of 
stores having been disturbed ; and re- 
turned to Koorliatto on the 12th of May, 
finding the men at the camp there all safe, 
but very little improved in health." 
Assisted by Brahe and his companions, 
Mr, Wright waa enabled to convey the 
remainder of his party back to Menindie, 
though, owing to the "difficulty of 
moving men BO extremely weak" u were 



the sick, the journey was very tediotUi 
He then aent on despatches with Brahe, 
who was met at the inn known as th« 
" Durham Qx," on the Loddon, by Mr, 
Howitt, in command of the eontingenl 

Sarty which had been sent forward from 
[etboume, in consequence of the anxiel; 
excited to know the fate of the Exploring 
Expedition. Howitt returned to Sand- 
hurst, in company with Brahe, and, on 
their arrival, he sent on the following tele- 

" Sandhurst, June 29. 
"The Hon. John Maeodun, M.D, 

"I met Mr. Brahe at the Loddon with de- 
Bpatehes, and receired the followinf m<4aa?e •--' 
'Mr. Wright hu reached Memni^e vith eigU 
men. having been joined by Hi. Builre's depAl 
partjfrom Cooper'i Creek. Meun, Becker, Pui. 
cell, Stone, and Fatten, died on the ioumey. Ur 
Burke lefl Cooper'a Creek on the iSth December 
Nothing htu been heard of him since that date 
He waa afcompanied b; Mestn. Wills, Kin^, and 
Gray. The native! proved hostile, and the oountrj 
for IfiO mil«a was waterleu. Two oamela and 
three hones died, and one «u bat.

The intense excitement caused by tbiE 
painful information, induced the Com- 
mittee promptly to increaae the strength ol 
the contingent party, and Mr. Howitl 
again started on hia mission, with instruc- 
tions to proceed with all possible dispatcl 
to Cooper's Creek, there to search foi 
Burke's track, and, if possible, carry reliel 
to his party. The results are now befon 
the public. 
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THE VICTORIAN EXPEDITION. 

THE CONTINENT CEOSSED. 
DEATH OP BURKE AND TWO OF HIS PARTY. 



Late on SatnrdsTi November 2,iiifoniiti' 
tion reached Melbourne from SandliiLrat 
of the airiTal thereof ameaBengeT (Mr. 
Srahe) from Mr. Hewitt's aearcEing ex- 
pedition, with a despatch from that leader, 
cony eying the melancholy intelligence 
that BnrEe and Wills had perished at 
Cooper's Creek in the month of June last, 
of eihanation, from fatigue and waot of 
proper food ; and that a third member of 
the party (Gray) had died on tiie return 
journey between the Gulf of Carpentaria 
and Cooper's Creek. The foorUt (Eing) 
was found on the creek, living with the 
natires, by whom he had been treated 
kindly, and, we are happy to say, he is 
now restored to health. In his posses- 
sion were the journals of the leader of 
the Expedition and Mr. Wills's maps and 
not«s (which are now in poBseBBion of the 
Royal Society), which sEow that Bnrke 
and his companions successfolly accom- 

Slished the crossing of the continent to 
le shores of the Gnlf of Carpentaria, 
which theyreached on the 11th lehruary. 
The chart kept by Mr. Wills shows that 
the party followed Sturt's track to its 
farthest point, in lat. 24, when, finding 
the country to the north utterly imprac- 
ticable, a course was strack direct east ta 
the 140th parallel of longitude, which 
they followed north, almost in a straight 
line to the Albert River. They rested 
three days at a point on the river, in lat. 
17deg. 53min, aoath, within the tidal in- 
fluence, thus having accomplished the 
great feat of crossing the continent from. 
sea to sea. They then tnmed back, al- 
most by the same route, travelling for the 



and Boffering mnoh iiom hunger. They 



reached Cooper's Creet on the evenbg of 
the 2lBt April,— the very day on which 
Brahe and the depAt party under his 
charge left the creek to return to Menin- 
die. A BmaUquantityofprovisionshiddea 
by the depdt party was found by Eurke 
and his companions, who, feeling them- 
selves too weak to travel to Menindie 
(about 400 miles), made two successive 
attempts to reach the South Australia 
settlements, and were driven back on 
both occasions by want of water. In 
these attempts the mouth of May waa 

The very small quantity of provisions 
that had been left by Brahe's party be- 
came soon exhausted, and they had to 
Sther the seeds of a native plant which 
ij found— the same plant iSich Lyons 
and Macpherson had to rely upon for 
some time. Without proper food, and 
worn out by the labour or gathering it, 
and doubtless prostrated in mind by the 
hopeless position that week after week 
found them in, their strength wasted 
away, and towards the end of June and 
about the same time that the tidings of 
the other deaths reached Melbourne, and 
about the time Mr. Howitt's party made 
its first start from this city, poor Burke 
died while in tie act of makhig a last 
attempt to obtain suocour from the blacks 
for himself and his companion; andWilb, 
aJone in his hut, and about the same 
time as his friend Bnrke, breathed hia 
last. From June till the 16th September, 
when he was found by Howitt, King, the 
last survivor of the party, lived amongst 
the natives of Cooper's Creek, by whom 
he was kindly treated. He was origi- 
nally a soldier in the Indian army, and 
arrived here with Mr. Landells, as did 
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aba Gwf- The latter waa a very Btrong 
;T'Otidk lelltrff', yet he was the first t^ 
perisa. S-ing, on tiie other hand, was 
not strong, and had lett India for the 
benefit of Us health. Hie narratiTe, which 
■we giTe, will be found extremely inter- 

MeJancholy interest attaches to the 
last despatcb written by Mr. BuTlce, 
briefiy but comprehenaiTelj announcing 
the HQcceBH he bad achieved, and to the 
last fen hae» traced despairingly by the 
hand of poor Wills. 

The following is Mr. Howitt's de- 
spatch, aaaouncing the results of bis 
mission. It is dated from a camp on 
the return journ^ to Menindie, where 
no doubt he has now arrived :—

Burke 
oarried one Inlly of water, and I another. We bad 
not gone tar before we came on a flat, where 
I saw a plant growing wMeh I took to be oloTer. 
and, on looking oloaer, aaw Ihe aeed, and called 
out that I had found the nardoo. They wer« 
very glad when I found it. We travelled three 
daya, and atrvck a wateroourae Doming lonth 
frwn OoDper'a Greek. We traced thii, a* it 
brandied out and reformed on the plaina, nntil 
we at last lost it in flat ooontry. Suidhilb were 
in front of m, for whioh we made, and travelled 
all day, bnt found no water. We were all greatly 
Catgaed, aa our rations now oonaiatad ot only one 
amidl johnny mk» and three aUeka of dried meat 
daily. We camped that evening about four 
o'dook, intending to puah next day until two 
o^dook p.m.tBnd than, ihohld we not find witer, 
to rwtam. Wo travelled and found no watn, 
ud the tfane of niial down ud rested for an 
boor, and tbaa tamed baok. We all felt satisfied 
that, had then bean a few dm* ndn, we ooold 
haya jet throurt.

Th^ were ver; dnl to oa 
M fiiBt,andafitM niaomefldi; on theaeoond 
day thef same K^ *^ llabi and Mr. BuAe took 
down two bap, whioh the? filled for Um ; on the 
third dai tb^ (are nl one bag of flah, and after- 
ward! iSi name to onr oamp. _ We naed to keep 
oar ammuDition and other artiolca in one ran- 
yah, and all three at ua lire tojfethar in another. 
One of the Da^TOa took an oilaloth oat of thii 
gnnyah, ind Hi. Burke aenng him mn awa; 
with it, followed him with hii rerolrer, and fired 
over hi* head, and apon thi) the native dropped 
tha oilaloth. While he waa awaj tha Uhar blaokt 
iniitad me awa; to a waterhole to eat Bah ; 
but I dadined to do u, ai Hr. Burke waa awav, 
and a number of natiTaa were about who would 
h>Te ti^en all our thinga. When I ref aacd, one 
took hie boomcnuig and laid it ova aj ihonlder, 
and then told me ^ vgna that if I nailed oat for 
Mr. Barke, aa I wa* dnng, thai he would itrike 
me. Upon thi* 1 got than all in trout of the 
inuiTah and fired a ra*al>*r orer their haadi, but 
they didnotaeeraat allatr^, ontillgotoQt the 
scan, when thej all ran awaf. Hr. Burke, 
hearing At rcfioTt, eame back, and we aaw do 
more of tfaua until late that night, when they 
nme with aome cocked fiah, anj called ent 
"white fellow." Mr. Burke than went Oot with 
hii rsTolrsi, and fonnd a whole tribe oamiag 
down, all painted, and with fith in amallnetB 
oamed by two men. Mr. Buike went to meet 
tham, and they wiahed toramnnd him, but he 
knocked aa many of the neti of flih oat of their 
handa aa he could, and abonted out ta me to Bre. 
I did eo, and they ran off. We collected fire 
■mall net! of oooked fiib. The reaaon he would 
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( b(^ too biendly leM tlisy ihould be 
it our oampa We then lived m £ah until 



plenty to eat both on tciiit op aad lattrmlnf. 
fcla laamad to ooaiidar that he abotdd hkve 



S liable and (riendlj, keeping him with them two 
tji. They then mad* atoni u him to be oC 
Be Dana to ni and narrated what had b^ipened, 
but want bask to them the foUowincday, whan 
they gave him bla braaktait, but made ngna for 
him to go awq. He pretended not to nnderatand 
them, and would not go, upon which they mada 
rigni that they wera going up tha creek, and 
that he had better go down. They packed op, 
and let! the camp, giring Mr. Will* a liUlt lur- 
dootolaketoua. 

Daring hii abeenoe, while Hr. Burke waa 
ocoking lome fiib, daring a itrong wind, the 
flame* oaught tbe runyah, and bnmed ao rapidly 
that we ware nnable, not only to put it out, bat 
to aave any of oar thing*, aiocpiing one rerolTor 
and a gen. Ur. Will* beiDg returned, it waa da- 
aided to go op Ibe oreeh and lire with th« 
nativea, if poaaibic, aa Hr. Will* thought w* 
■hoold hare but litde diBbmlty in obtaining pro- 
vinona from Ihem if wecampedon Uieopjiaaits 
«de of the oreek to them. He *aid be knew 
■bpre thn were gone, eo we packed op uid 
■larted. Ooudng to tha gnnyaha, where we ex- 
pected to have found them, we werediawxiinted, 
and ieeing a nardoo IMd cloea br, halted, in- 
tending to make it our camp. For eome time 
we were empli^ed gatheriog nardoo, and layiuK 
up a luppfy. Hr. WiUa< and I wed to 
oolleot and carry home a bag eaob day, and 
Mr. Burke geneially pounded (affiaient for oar 
dinner dariBf our abaence, but Mr. Will* found 
bimaeU getting very weak, and wa* ihortly na* 
able to go euE to gather nardoo aa before, nor 
even atrong eooarb to pound it, m that in a few 
daya he beeame almoat helpleaa. I atill oontlnued 
gathering ; and Ur. Buibe now also began to 
ikA Tery_ weak, and aud he coold be of very

WH uaable to go out tw eereial daya, and wa 
were eompelled to oonsame nx day** atock wbioh 
we had lud by. Hr. Burke now propoaed thM

of the natiree— a plan which had been nrged 
upon 01 by Hr. WiUa aa the only dianoa of 
aarint him and oataelTca a« well, a« ha clearly

for our waota. Hanug eoUectad the aeed, aa 
propoaed, and having pounded BuAdent to last 
Hr.Willa for dghl daya, and two dayafer enraalvea, 
we placed water and firewood wittun hii reach.

under no other ciniumitanaBi would he leawe 
him ; and Mr. Will* again aaid that he looked on 
it a* our only chanoe. He then gave Mr. Borke 
a letter and hia watoh (or hi* Ailber, and wa 
buried the remunder of the field booka near the 
tannic Mr. Will* mid that, in oaia of mr 
nmrinf Mr. Bnika, he hoped that I would 
carry out hia la*t widieB, in ^dng the walcit 
- nd letter to hi* father. 
In trayellinc the fint dajr, Ur. Bariu waiMd 
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fttj weak, (iid Mmplwiud of great patio in bii 
lagi and baok. Oa the ■eooad da; he uemed to 
bn better, and uid (liat he thoneliC he was 
fettioK Btroiu[Br, but, on ilarting, did not i^ two 
mllea before he atad he oonld go no fnrtluir. I 
pcniated in hi* trjine to go OD, and natiaged to 
net bint along Hvenil timet, until I ■>« that he 
•aa almoat knocked np, when he aud bs oould 
not oarr; bis mg, >i><l tbrew all he had away. 
I (loo rcdaced mhie, taking nothhsg bat a gnn 
and aome powder aud ihot, aod a imall paach tnd 
Bome mattihea. On ebutiDg again, we did not lo 
far befoTs Ht. Burke i^ ws ibotild halt (or the 
night, but, a* the plaoa wm do** to a Unie aheet 
ot water, and eipoaedto the wind, I prcTuled on 
him lo go a little farther, to the iMit readi of 
water, where we oamped. We uarohed aboat, 
and foond a few smaU patchu of nudoo, whidi 
I oolleoted and pounded, and, with a orow which 
I ahot, made a good erenlng'B meal. From the 
lime we halted Hi'. Burke leemed to ba getting 
worse, ^tbongh he ate hia sapper. He' aaid he 
lelt ooDTinoed ho ooald net lijt man; houra, and 
gate me hii watoh, which he lud betoDEod 
to the ooamiittee, and a pockstbook, to Eive 
to Sir WiUi^m Stawall, and in vhioh he 
wrote some notsa. He then said to me, 
" I hope ;oa will lemain with me hero 
till I am quite dead— it ia a comfort Co know 
that tome one ia b; ; but vhen I am djlnr, it is 
toy wiah that ;ou ihoald plaoe the piHol in m; 
right hand, ^id that ;ou leate me anburied aa 
ITie." That night he epoka rer; little, and 
the fotlowing monuDg I found him apeeohten, or 
nearly lo ; and about eight o'olook he expired. I 
i«mained a few hoon there, bat aa I law 
tiiere waa no uw in ramuning longer, I went np 
the ereek in learoh of the natirco. I felt ver; 
lonel;, and at night oiaall; alepc in de«ertod 
warlen, belonging to the natives. Two da;B 
after leaving the spot where Mr. Burke died, I 
fonnd lome gim;shi, where the natiiea had 
deponted a bu of nardoa, suffloient to lut me 
a fortoight, and three bundles oontaining variooi 
artidaa. I^ao ahot a erow that erentnr, bat 
waa in gnat dread that the natiTCs would ooma 
and deprire me of the nardoo. 

I remuned there two da;a, lo recorer m; 
atrenxtb,andtheareturDed toHr. Willi, I took 
back thr«a orows ; but found him ];ing dead in 
hit gan;ah, and the natives had been there and 
had taken awa; some of his dothes. I buried 
the ornpao with aaod, and remained there aome 
da;a ; bat finding that m; atook of nardoo 
waanumiag abort, and bdng unable to gather it, 
I belied the nativea who had been to the camp 
h^ their tootprinta in the aand, and went aome 
diatanoo down the oreek, ahooting orowa and 
hawka on the road, nie natiTei, hearing the 
report ol the gun, came to meet me, and 
took me with them to their camo, jtiiing me 
nardoo and Oah. The; took the tarda I bad 
shot and oooked them for me, and afCerwarda . 
ahowad me a pinyah, where 1 waa to alsep with 
tbre* ol the aingle men. The toUowii^ morning 
the; oommeneed talking lo me, and putting one 
nnger on the gmand, uwl onreiing it with aand, 
^}^. **"" t'™* Minting ap the iM«k, aaying, 

WhitefeUow," wUdi I nndentood to mean that 
one whit« man waa dead. From tUa I knew that 
tterwere the tribe who bad taken Ur. Wills- 
aotiua. They then aiked me where the (bird 



them with sand, at the same time-ptrinting 
creek. The; appeared to feel great compaanim 
for me *ben the; underatood that I waa alone on 
the creek, and gave me plent; to eat. After being 
four da;B with them, 1 saw (hat they were b^ 
comhig tired of me, and the* made ngna that 
(he; were going up the oreek, and that I liad 
better go downwaida ;■ bnt 1 pretended not to 
anderatand tbem. The same da; they shifted 
camp, and 1 followed them ; and, on reaohing 
thHr oamp, I ahot aome crowa, which pleated 
them ao muiA that the; made me a breakwind in 
the centre of their camp, and oame and aat round 
me until inch time aa the erowa were cooked, 
when the; aaaiated me to eat them. The tame 
da;, one of the women, to whom I had given part 
of a orow, same and eare me a tuU ot nardoo, 
aaying that ahe would give me more onl; ahe 
had auoh a acre arm that ahe waa unable to 
pound. Bhe ahowed me a tore oh her arm, and 
the thonght struck me that I would boil aome 
water in the bill; and waab her arm with a 
apoDge. During the operation the whole tribe 
eat round, and were matterirg one to another. 
Her huaband aat down by her aide, and ahe was 
cr;ing all the time. vUler I had washed it, I 
touched it with some nitrate of ailver, when she 
begui to ydl and ran off, crying out,"Uokow] 
moltow 1" (Fire 1 flto !) From thia time, ahe 
and her hiuband aaedtogireme a small quan- 
tit; of nardoo both night and morning, and 
wheneTer.lbe tribe were about going oaa nshinc 
Bicor^on, he naed to rive me notice to go with 
them. The; alto osed to assist me in making a 
goorley, or breakwind, whenerer the; shifted 
oamp. I generally ahot a orow, or a hawk, and 
nTB it to tbem in return tar these liule aeivioea.

At half- past two came on 
a wateroQime tunning N., and containing laife 
but shaUow poola of water, Tha feed round 
about aioellent, and enongh timber to be called 
a thin gum foreet.

Saw haiB the track of a large eamd giring np the 
creek. Tike email mated pigeon, apoken of I7 
Start, nnrDerooB, Oool wind from 8. B. 

Oamp 31, Sep. 14. Lat., STdeg- 4aoiin. ; ong 
mtdtg. 4Bin.— We bad a lata atart thia morn- 
ing, ai three of the hocsaa wate away, and one 
ill— indeed, I doubted at flrrt whether he weald 
be able to trareL Ftdlowed the ooune of tbe 
(9e«b down for about nine milea, croaaing aereral 
brsnohea whidi go ont aouth, aDdframareatliri 
water before r»«Btering the m^n creek. Here 
tbe rooky ridgcB wt hob ndas doeain.and the 
water haa forced a narrow deep cbannel through 
a perfeot wall ot reek, torming below the flneat 
reach ol water we ban yet aeeit— about fiOO yard* 
wide, and aereral milei long, and rery deep^ 
Tbe ragged hllla on the noru aide, and the fine 
guma on itabaoka, produce a fine affect. The 
lock thronah which the <diannel haa tieen worn is 
of a hard fliniy nature, inclined to he oelumner, 
bat forming huge maaaea o( boaldera. Deep 
round hollowa have bean worn in theae b; the 
floodi, and at the water*) edae In one place 
where I tried the depth, the rook ia pep* 
pendkuler below the aoifaoe. Waterfowl, flah, 
and turtle are plentifuL The immediate 
MJghboarbood, and aa far aa one can see 
on each nde ia deel^hita of vegetation and 
vary Many. We bad aome trouble in getting the 
honta and oamali over the maaaee ot rough 
atone wUdi block up boih aides of the creek. 
Loafing this, we itmck aoroaa a large bend, OTor 
aandy count^, with lan(« red sand hummocks, 
aad better grassed than any we had yet eeen oa 
tbe oreek. More r^n mutt bare fallen here, aa 
poola of water were riaible, in many plaoea. 
About three o'clook atruck the creek agwn, with 
a wide aaody bed, haatily timbered wiih boi and 
nm, and loubby- The cveek, I tlunk, bad 
been runnlnK tlightly, from tbe wiMi^marka, and 
a good deal of freen graai was growing on (ha 
banks.

Sunday, Deo. 16, ISeO.—Tbe two hoises having 
been shod, end our reporia flniehed , we started 
at tony miuotae past ui a.m. for Gyre's Creek, 
the puty oonsisUng of Mr. Butke, myself. 
King, and Charley, having with ns six camels, 
one boiee, and three months' provisioos. We 
followed down tbe creek to tha point where 
tbe sandstone ranges croos the creek, and 
were aooompsnied to that place by Brake, 
who would retnra to take chsrge at the dep6t. 
Down to this pcnnt the banks of the oreek aro 
very ragged and stony, but there is a tcderabla 
ani^y of grass and salthnA in the vicinity. A. 
lai^ie tribe of Uadti cam* peatoing ns to go to 
their oamp and hare a dance, which we declined. 
They were very trodbUaoow, and nothing bat 
tha threat to aboot them will keep tbem away ; 
they aia, bowerer, eaoly frightoned, and, 
allboogh fine-loakingman, deiddedly not of k 
warjike dispcaition. ^tay abow tbe greatest in- 
take wbatarer they can, but will 
lary risk in so dmng. Tbey sell 



oany any weapons, except a shield and a larg* 
kiod of boomerang, whiob I tMLieve they use for 
killing rata, ka. ; someumea, but vny seldom, 
thay have a large apaar ; reed spears seem to be 
quite unknown to them. They are undoubtedly 
a finer and better looking race ot men than tbe 
Uaoks on the Mumy and Darling, and 
more peaoeful, but in other respect* I be- 
lieve they did not oon^Mua favourably with them, 
(or, from the little we have seen of them, they 
appear M be mean-sfarited and oontemptiue in 
arery rapeot. 

Hmday, Deo. 17.— We oontinued to fol- 
low down the oreak. Fcnnd its aoarsa very 
crooked, and tha duumel frcqnently dry for a eon- 
sideraUe diatauoe, and then forming into msgiufl- 
cent watarboka, abonndlng in waiertcwl at all 
kinda.

The mean of two on the ebady side ot the 
creek nave 97.4deg. An may be imagined, this 
water tasted disagreeably warm, bnt we soon 
cooled aome in watet-bt^a, and, thinkiug that it 
vauld be interesting to know what we might call 
cool, I placed the ihermometer in a pannikiD 
ooDtainiog some Ibat appeared deliithtluilf cool, 
almost oold in faet ; ila temperature was, to our 
astoniahmeot, TSdeg. At halt-past six, when a 
Btrong wind wai blowing tiom sonth, and lem- 
perktureid airbadfallen to SOdeg., the lowest 
temperature ot water in the hose, that bad been 
exposed to the toll effect ot evaporation for 
several hours, wa* 72deg. This water for 
diinkmi appeared positively eold -too low a 
temperature to be pleasant under the oroom- 
8*.aiiceB. A remarkable southerly tqusll came on 
between five and di p.m., with every appearance 
ot run. The sky however soon cleared, bat the 
wind ooDtinoed to blow in a iqually and irregular 
maoDeTlrom the same quarter at evening. 

Wednesday, Dec 19.— Started at a qoarter 
past mgbt a.ia. Leaving what seemed to be

Of the remsins of duid treee, (hera i* on)j a liir 
proportEon to the living one*. 4tler trarersing a 
pl^ of greater extent than (he rest, we, at ten 
mile*, reached the creek, proportioitatel; large 
and important looking. The channd, hewOrer, 
a' the point where we struck it, «*a deep, level, 
and dry, but I believe there is water in it not far 
off : for thera were some red- breasted eookatoo* 
in ike trees, snd native parrot* on each aids. On 
the north aide there is a part bearing off to the 
N.N.W. The mirage on the pfun to tho 
south of Ihe creek waa stronger than [ have 
before seen it. There appear to be sheet* of 
water within a few jsrd* of one, and it look* *af- 
ficientlj smooth and glauy to be used tor an arti- 
hi^sl horipoD. To tne weatward of the pbdna 
some Gne tand-hill* ware Tisibla uaarh in the 
direotioD in which the oreek flowed. To the north 
of the creek the country undeitioee a great 
change.

Th« liobness at tb« regekatiaii is 
eridentlf not snddetilj uinog tram chuiae thun- 
deistomu, for the b«e« audbiuhea on Uia open 
plain u« iTenwhera heelthj and frMh-looklDg ; 
larj (e* dead una* are to be seeD, bende* which 
the qnantitr of dead and rotten gnu which, at 
preHnt, almaat orerfp'owi in some fdaoa the 
foang blades, shows that this u not the first 
OTOp oftbektnd. The grassea are uumeroui, and 
manj of them ankuown to me, but they onlf 
oooatitate a moderate portion of the herbage ; 
eeveiij kinds of apurioua veCohce and portnltio, as 
well ta salsolaiKHi add to the loiuriaDoe of the 
▼egetation, At seven miles we faond oonelvei 
in an open forest oaantry, where the teed was 
good, biit not eqoal to what we bwl paued, 
uaitbnhaditbeenTuited bjTMterdaj's ram. We 
BOOB ame^ed afisin on open plains, bat the soil 
beiDB of a more alaje; nature, the^ were not 
neitrlj lo much advaoeed in regetaboa as the 
others. We found nrtaoa water ia sevenJ 
plaoee, and at one spot disturbed a fine buatard 
. whidi wsateedine in the iDnggrftti. We did not 
ontil £e flew up. I ihonld have 
"lat one flew over our oamp lasi 
a norlberlf direobon. This speaks 
well for the oonntr; and olimste. At noon we 
came to a large oreek, the oourse of wbioh was 
froii S.K.B. to W.S.W. The nght of white 
gum trees in the distanoe had rused hops wbiob 

the ohaimri. At the point where we ttraok it, 
there waa oertainj; do great qoaniit; ot water ; 
the bed was broad and sandy, but its whole ap 
peamiDe was that ot an impiutant watercourse, 
•nd the lai^ gunu whioh line its banks, logether 
with the improved appearaooe ot the soil, and the 
sbonduioe of teed in the vidoitj, satisfied ni sa 
to the permanenov of the water and ihe value ot 
the diicoTSi;. Aithoagh it was so earlf in the 
day, and we were auiioos to make a good march, 
jet we ounped here, as it seemed to be almost a 
sin to leave laeh good qaarters. The bed at the 
oraek is loose sand, ihrough whioh the water 
fraely paimeatea ; it ii, however, suffideDtly 
coarM not to be boggy, and animali oan approach 
the water withoni any diffioolty. 

Thursday, Jan. 10.— At twenty minutea [ast 
five a.m., we left our camp with a f uU suppi; 
ot water, determined lo risk no revenes, and to 
made a good mareh. I shonld mention that 
last evening wa had been Dearly deafened by the 
noise of the oioadie, and but for our large flrea 
'1 have been kept awake all night by the 
utoes. A walk of two mil» sarass a well- 
d plain brought us to a belt of timber, and 
we soon afterwards found oursalves pulled up by 
a large creek, in whioh ihe water was broad and 
deep. We bad to follow up the bank ot the 
oreek ina H.H. diraotioD for nearly a mile before 
wa oonld mvas, when to our joy we fonnd tbat it

the third oreek is a large pLvn, parts of which 
are very stooy ; and this is bounded towards the 
east by a low stony rise, partly oompossd of de> 
cayed and honey-oombed quarts rook in tUit, 
and partly ot water-Kom pebbles and othei allu- 
vial deposits. At about two miles across thia 
plun, wo resohed the Arat of a series of noiJ 
creeks, with deep water-holes. These creeks and 
boles have the characteristios peculiar to water- 
oouraea whidi are found in flats toimed from tb* 
allavial deposit! of schisl«se rooks. The banks 
are on a level with the surrounding ground, and 
are irragulatij marked bj small trees or only 
by tutu of long grass, which overhang the chan 
nel, and frequently hide it from one's view, 
even when within a tew yards. At about five 
miles from where ve crossed the river, we came 
to the maiu creek in these flats. Patten's Creek. 
It flovs along at the foot of a atony range, and 
we bad to traoe it up nearly a mile in a 
N N.B. direotion before we could cross it. Aa 
it happened, we might almost as well have fol- 
lowed lU ooune up the flat, tor at a httle nun* 
than tvo mites we oame to it again. We re- 
oroased it at a atony place just below a very large 
wa'crhole, and ihen continued our course aver 
s, not ao well grassed ss what wa 

a,i, eigut luues from PstWD'a Crerk, we oame ta 
another, runniog from 8. W. to as. There wat 
plenty ot water in it, but it was evidently the re- 
sult of recent local runs. On the basks waa an 
abondanca of good feed, hot very little Umber. 

Friday, Jan. IL— Started at Ave a.m., aod in 
the eiuitamant of (iploring fine well-watered 
oountry, forgot all about tne eclipse ot the sim, 
until the redooed temperature and peauliarlj 
lloomy ap^eanuiee of the sky drew our attention 
to the mater. It was then too late lo remedy tha 
deflcienoy, so we made a good day's Journey, the 
modersCion ot the mid-da^ heat, which was only 
about seder., greatly aasisUng u*. The countiw 
traversed hsa the most verdant and chaerfiu 
aspect ; abundance ot teed and water ever] where. 
All the creelu aoen to-day have a course more or 
teaa lo £. by B. The land improvea in appear- 
ance at every mile. A quantity of rain has lalleB 
here and to the aonth, and some of the flats ara

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BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCHES. 



EOEEET O'HAEA BURKE. 

One of our daily coDtemporikries has ob- 
tained some slight particulars of the previouB 
career of the lamented gentlemea whose 
Damea have become houseliutd irords through- 
la colonies, which, in default of fuller 









siderable ioterest. From them we gather 
that the leader of the eijiedition was born at 
St. Clerans, Qalway, IrelaniJ, and was io hig 
fortieth year of age when he died, " He was 
partly educated at home, and afterwards, for 
the higlier Gtudies, io Belgium. Subsequently 
hu entered the Eadelzky legimont of Hun- 
garian Hussars in the Aastrinn Eervice. Here 
he displajed gieat assiduity in military 
studies, soon caioe to be regarded as a most 
efficient cavaliy officer, and at an early period 
obtained a captaincy. The eventful political 
changes of that year of rantinental dia- 
qnietude. 1848, led to Mr. Bubkk' 
linquishiog the Austrian servico. After- 
wards we hear of him as holding a 
mand In the Irish mounted onstBbulaTy, 
when ho was for some time stationed in 
Dublin. On resigning this office to emigrate, 
he received several very flattering testlta 
niala, demonstrating that at that time, 
cDDtinuBlly since, he hod the ability to e 
cure the respect and esteem of his cot 
pauloDS and fellow-ofGcers. Mr. Bvbsiie n 
rived at Hobart Town in 1^63. but appears to 
have soon proceeded to Melbourne, where be 
at once obtained an appointment as acting- 
inspector of police, under Mr. M.rcnELL. In 
this capacity be remained till the close of 
1S53, when he was transferred to a command 
at CarlBrubc. In 1854 he was advaoctd to 
the Beechworth district, to relieve Mr. Fbicb, 



the police ma^THtTatc, and with n step in pro- 
motion to the post of district inspector. Dur- 
ing the progress of the Crimean war Mr. BuBKB 
obtained leave of absence to enable him to 
visit England, where he hoped, with the 
interest he possessed, to have been enabled 
to share the glory and the peiil of the grand 
struggle then existing lelween Kussia and 
the Allied Powers. In this hopo he was 
disappointed by the termination of the war, 
upon which he returned to this colony and 
re-unsumed his command in our mounted 
police force. In 1858 Mr. BoaKE was removed 
to Castlematne," where he was stationed 
when he obtained thu appointment of leader 
of the Victoria a Exploring Expedition. 
From the moment it became probable that 
he would be selected to Gil this responsibia 
post BoHEE is said to have " diligently pre- 
pared himself for it. He at once commenced 
an active examination of the records of pre- 
vious explorers, so as to become thoroughly 
acquainted with the personal experiences of 
Australian pioneers of discovery, and well in- 
formed ae to the actual knowledge of the 
interior and remote coasts already on record. 
He likewise entered upon a course of regular 
training, taking severe pedestrian exercise, 
and accustoming himself to fatigue and priva- 
tion of every possible kind that an attempt to 
traverse the vast untrodden wilds of Aus- 
tralia was likely to bring to his eipetience." 



WILLIAM JOHN WILLS. 

Of Wills, the sharer of Bubrb's perils, 
sufferings, and glory, we are informed that 
" his father was a physician at Totness, in 
Devonshire, and Wills was designed to pur- 
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me the stndj- of the same profesBlfm. With 
thii object ia view, he Boaght with aidour, 
as B papil of hia father, the attainment of 
tha vadoDS branches of koowledge required 
in this profeaaion, and For foar years exhibited 
the moat unremitting application to such 
BtudieB. In chemittr; and the cxpciience of 
the medical echoolg he became Bpeciallj dis- 
tinguished for proficiency. Re hod received 
an eicellent academical education at the 
grammar Bcbool of Aehbarton,— a public 
Bcboolofnote, asbeiiiKendowed with scholar- 
ehipa bj the famous William OirroitD, and 
also by Dr. Ibelans, Dean of Weetmingter." 
VlLU arrived in this colony in 1853, 
and at flrat obtained a situation at the Royal 
Bank Station, Deniilqnin. His father emi- 
grated the succeeding year, and aettled at 
Ballaral, vrhece Wills aseiBted him for a 
time in hia profession. Snbsequently, be " ob- 
tained employment In the service of the 
Government aa an officer in the Survey De- 
partment, under Mr. Biehist, and there dis- 
played his characteristic assiduity and pro- 
flcieacy. Having acquired a knonledge of 
and interest in antronomical and other 



sciences to which the Observator; Is deroted, 
he obtained, through the recooi mendation of 
Mr. LiQAB, the Surveyor-General, a situation 
ag assistant in that establishment. Here ha 
remained for two years, when the opportunity 
presented itself of offering to join the Ex- 
ploring EipEdilion," 

Willi, it apjieara, had long entertained a 
strong wish to be connected with such an 
enterprise. " So long ago as 1855 he fra- 
gnently apoke, oa many of his friends can 
recollect, of a longing desire to explore the 
interior of Australia. He also eipressod at 
this time a belief that he should he amonj; 
the Grst who ever should succeed in crossing 
to the Gulf of Carpentaria. In 1856 tliere 
was a proposal brought before the public by 
a Dr. Cateebwood to explore the interior of 
this countiy. This project, however, wag 
abandoned; butWrLis, who happened to be 
then on the River Wannon, immediately on 
chancing to hear of it walked to Ballarat, a 
distance of ninety miles, in his anxiety to J 

join the proposed eipodition." \ 

He was twenty-seven years of ago at tha 
I time of his melancholy yet glorious death. 



THE HEEOES OF THE TTCTORIM EXPEDITION. 



The deeds and the death of the Victorian 
Explorers continue to monopolize the atten- 
tion of the public, and, as a matter of course, 
mncli has Ijeen written and altered concern- 
ing themao essentially— though unintention- 
ally — mean and paltry, that for the moment 
the grandeur of the enterprise, the euccess of 
whicli has been so dearly purchased, is almost 
overborne by the mass of puerility and little- 
nees to which the subject has given birth. 
Fortunately, the work which Bdekb and 
Wilis accomplished, and the heroism they 
displayed, ate so intrinsically magnifi- 
cent, that tbey cannot be permanently 
dwarfed by any amonnt of liabble and trlria- 
Itty which men of narrower minds may in- 
dulge In concerning them. Tt is a pity, 
bowBrer, to see that the true-hearted senti- 
ment of mingled monrnfulnees and triumph 
which was at first univeraally displayed on 



behalfof the 'Vlctotiaa explorers is In danger 

of being frittered away in sham hero- worship 
and unmerited enlogium. The feeling 
which seemed at the outset to have 
resulted in a settled purpose to do fit- 
ting honour to the two whose names 
have heea inseparably linked together, 
and to reward the sarvlvor — who undoubtedly 
performed his part as nobly as his leaders — ■ 
has been partially directed towards other 
objects not nearly so worthy. Bvui and 
Wills demand all the honour which the 
country can give. There may bo regret for 
others, and pr^se fbr others ; but of pabllo 
honour the remains of the two who were f Ac 
Victorian explorers should receive all that 
this colony can bestow. Let it be remem- 
bered that it Is their deeds which have shed 
glory over this expedition, and awakened ttie 
lentlment which It Is now nnght to mil- 
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direct. Had they fbiled to leoch the Qalf of 
CaTpeotaria, and been diBcorared alivs and 
well in some remote portion of the settled 
diHtiicts of tbis caatlaeat, would the public 
have barued to do hoaonr to those whose 
deaths had giveQ Bolemnity to the failure ? 
It ia not to men who proved them«elyea too 
-weak for the task they nadertook, and Bank 
on the thieihold, Qoc yet to one who was 
accidentally the compantoii oftheozplorerE, 
but who seemed to the hour of bU death to 
have QO heart in the work, that pceans and 
«]egies ahoald be chanted ; it la to tboee 
whom posterity will reverence that all the 
glory that we can render shonld be couee- 
craled. Let ns not make a mistake about 
onr beroee, and render our epoch lidiculoos in 
coming time. 

That all the hononr we can pay the 
memories of Bukkb and Wili^ will seem 
Bhort of what they deserve in the eyea of the 
ODter world, and of sacceediQg ganerations, 
we thoroughly believe. The Bdbsb and 
Wills Biploration will stand out in the 
future far above all preceding and cotem- 
porary enterprisee, and the more remoto the 
time the more completely will it be isolated. 
Other adventurers may have been as brave and 
worthy, but they did not place a track across 
the continent of Australia fiom Booth to 
north, and satiafy the long-standing and oft- 
r^lerated demand of modern science and In- 
vestigation. Who bethinks him now of 
those who before Yasoo da Oaka eeeayed to 
Touod the African Cape, ot before Columbus 
to dil^cover a western world? And by-and- 
bye what will he known of the predecessora 
of M 'CuN TOOK in the task of navigating the 
north-western passage ? It is the same with 
the croesiog of this continent ; those who 
were the Oret to accomplish it will be the 



world's immortals, whatever feeble aBoit$ 
wa may make to ohtoin a portion of 
their well-earned bma for ottiers. The 
feat they have performed may or may 
not be turned to profitable account 
during the current year or genera- 
tion, but that does not affect the isme. 
Neither do the multifarious blunJers and 
disasters by which it has been acoompanied. 
These may be sad affairs to ns. but they will 
not greatly affect foreigners, who, it has bean 
said, generally indicate, with correctness, 
what will be the opinion of posterity in ona'< 

That others besides Bursi and Wills hav« 
acted bravely and perished sadly in tbls ex- 
pedition is not to be gainsaid ; but this 
appears to ns to be beside the question when 
the honour of a poblic record, a public 
funeral, and a public monument cornea to be 
decreed. If these symbols of mortal glory bo 
accorded to second and third rate men, how 
shall we signify our appreciation of the 
highest and noblest? It is tmethat OaAi 
accompanied BmiKB and Wills to the Quit 
of Carpentaria, but have we any good grounds 
for supposing that he performed his duties 
more nobly and courageously than most 
men in hia position would have done ? 
So far as our information goes, are we 
not led irresistibly to a contrary conclu- 
sion ? It Is true that Bickbb, Pcbcell, 
Patten, and Stose died because of this expe- 
dition ; the fact la a terrible and grievoos 
one. But there is no triumph connected with 
their deaths. Tbey had not struggled and 
conquered for their duty's sake. All the fame 
which the colony wilt gain bythis expedition 
it owes to BuBEi and Wills. Let it not 
evince blindness in th« act of paying its debt 
of gratitude. 
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
